distressingly fearful now, but the mortality 
is not so great as it h:i9 been heretofore. 
For many years it has beeu con Hued to 
the Southern States, but Philadelphia has 
been sorely afflicted by the disease.

1793, "97, and ’OS, the fever raged In that 
city with a violence never before eeen in

country. 
Tuis was

days of Stephen Girard. It must be re ­ 
membered that he was then the richest 
man in all America. Ile did not flee lrom 
the city. 
Ile had the courage aud the hu ­ 
manity to stand the ground, and beknot 
only gave

for

sufferers, 
but 
he 
performed 
in 
person 
the 
duties of physician and nurse, undertook 
the most disagreeable offices at the hospi­ 
tals, offices which other people would not 
fill.

It would take 320,000 earths to equal the 
sun in size. 
The sun Is 405 times a* far of! as the

A lady who weighs IOO pounds here 
would weigh 2,700 pounds if on the Mir face 
ut the sun. 
The heat given off by the sn a would 
molt 287,2*H),OOO cubic miles of ice every 
second. 
The diameter of the earth hears the same 
relation to its distance from the sun as the 
breadth ol a hair to 125 feet.

FROM OVER TH E BORDER. 


H amilton, Ontario, C anula, August 22, 
lS7o.—As the United States Consul at this 
port comes from your own Congression ii 
District, it may be of interest to some of 
the frieuds iu the district to hear some­ 
thing of the country and towns in ibis ice 
lion, "oyer the border, ’ that we know 
much about but so little of, in our goodly 
Wise outs I ii land. 
Twenty-three hours of 
trayel lie between here and Janesville, over 
a route replete with all the conveniences 
and comforts of modern Am erican trave]. 
Even the ferrying of a train of cars ovqr a 
river, as at Detroit, is so common an occur­ 
rence It is only one of the unique wonders 
of the day which passes for m atter of- 
course. 
After passing over a portion ai country 
of no more than ordinary interest—from 
Chicago towards the rising sun, quite a sud­ 
den transition occurs a few miles we*tward 
from this city, from an uninteresting, rath ­ 
er barren appearance to one of wild pict- 
ureaqueness. Away to the south, shut in 
by an abrupt bluil is a broad basin or val 
ley, lilied with ranges of bold parallel 
prominences which teem to have been torn 
AMUnJer by a wild rush of water some day 
IU the tar past. 
This gradually quiets 
down into a soft valley with a stream of 
water creeping through, and in this valley 
lies the village of Dnndas—emphasize the 
last syllable—a town built up by manufact­ 
uring and m anutacturers, the industries 
being paper mills, screw lactones, foun­ 
dries, Ac. 
'Ibis is about five m ille from 
Hamilton, and is soon lo b e connected with 
this city by horsecar*. Taking a look from 
the cars across the chimneys of Dundas, 
you sot; Hamilton hugging the bluff further 
to tbe east, and speeding onward you wind 
the head %»t the head of Lake Ontario, call­ 
ed Burlington Bay, and the snorting en­ 
gine soon pauses al the feet of this city, 
The Bay lies placid as a m irror most days, 
•hut in on the northwest by aspiring, 
h ead)-looking bluffs, which throw tongues 
of 
iand 
out 
into 
tbe 
water 
like green piers set for the landing ot 
fairies. This bay sets up six miles from 
Lake Ontario, and the city of Hamilton 
lies on Its Southern shore, stretching South 
as tar as Hie bluffs or as they say tiered *thc 
m ountain/’ which confines the city to a 
breadth of' about one aud a half miles, its 
length being two or more miles. The ti 
W. railroad has a handsome depot here, the 
surroundings being kept in fine order 
pleasing to the eye. 
But aside from that, 
the part of the city one sees from the rail­ 
road is not particularly inviting, though it 
is rem arkably free from the squallid re­ 
pulsiveness ol the outskirts of most cities. 
A Utile to the east of the depot is the 
steamboat landing aud there! are horse­ 
c a r both to this landing and to the rail­ 
road. 
There is an immense amount of passen­ 
ger as well as freight business over the 
railroads through nod from here. 
The ti. 
W. freight house is the same length as the 
great ‘ machinery hall” of Centennial fame, 
being a little over one fourth of a mile.

export# from Hamilton are of considerable 
v alu e, consisting of wheat, barley, malt, 
peas, hides aud skins, sewing machines, 
wool, cattie aud horses, fruits and a varie­ 


ty el miscellaneous articles, amounting to 
over one and a half million dollars annual­ 
ly in value. 
Goods shipped to .the United 
States require certified invoices from the 
United iSutts Consul .who keeps a strict 
record of all exports and their valuation. 
This record goes quarterly to the dspart- 
m ent of State at Waaliiogton where it is 
kept on eternal tile for the information of 
those of 
the nation who are seeking 
statistical information. 
According to Canadians, "Hamilton is 
more like Au American city than any lo 
U e Dom inions/’

Going south (rom the Bay tbe city lies 
very nearly level for about a mile. The 
streets present a very mixed appearance.

Once* upon the m ountain, lovely 
residences, lofty church spires, and pon- 
drous blocks lie lar below, the view sof- 
tem d by the fringes of the summer green 
that ikirl the streets In neath. 
The bells 
st twilight send up softened, silviy peals, 
calling to evening 
prayer beneath the 
Kilty church spines. 
Aer. ss Hie cav the 
Bay repeats the shores iu m iiror-like per­ 
fection, the whole seeming almost shut In 
from all the world besides by the embracing 
b ulls, the only road to the outer world 
seeming lo be be upon the Bay out into 
Ontario Lake. 
And there, like w hite­ 
winged birds, white sails glide over the 
water, soundless, and in the distance scan­ 
ning like spirit bai ques coming to bear 
souls away lo some unknown beyond.
